The SBDC has assisted persons by the 
services it offers as of April 14, 1967. 

Total number of persons assisted in all cate¬ 
gories - 6,145 

Interviews - 1, 688 

Counseling - 3, 264 staff and volunteer hours 
to assist 1, 029 business operations. 

Training - 442 persons have taken advantage 
of the SBDC, Adult Education, and University 
extension courses. 

-632 persons have attended three-hour SBDC 
orientation courses titled, "So You Want To 
Go into Business" to learn what is required 
in order to start a business.

Of the 96 Economic opportunity loans 
which receive approval by the Small Business 
Administration in San Francisco, Americans 
of Mexican descent have received 25% of the 
total to date. 

As a result of these services, welfare 
aid has been decreased by $156,000 by re¬ 
moving 52 families from the rolls. 

Jobs were created and preserved for 
249 persons. Santa Clara County has gained 
through the $1, 123,470 placed into the eco¬ 
nomy through loans, and $1, 416, 000 paid out 
in wages.

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Among the primitive settlers of Mex¬ 
ico it was customary to worship gods, kings, 
and heroes with songs and dances. The an¬ 
cient Spanish chroniclers mention the Mexi¬ 
can love for dancing and singing whatever the 
occasion. There were gay dances and sad 
dances that generally were performed in the 
squares in front of the temples. In the more 
important cities like Texcoco Mexico and 
and others there were special schools to 
teach singing and the correct performance of 
the dance. 

The Spaniards, expecially the mis¬ 
sionaries, did not put a stop to the native ha¬ 
bit of danc ing; on the contrary, they encour¬ 
aged it, changing only the ancient religious 
motives for those of the new faith. 

Several prehispanic dances still exist, 
although they have been altered by European 
influence, like, for example, the Dance of 
the Comanches, the Azteca the Feather Dance, 
and others. 

Each region of Mexico has its own 
dances; Jalisco has its* Jarabe; Oaxaca, the 
Zandunga; Yucatán the Jarana; Veracruz and 
Huastecas its Sones. Each dance preserves 
the traditional steps, the original rhythm and 
special customs. 

There are dances of Moors and Chris- 1 
tinas that represent episodes of the Arabic- 
wars; there are dances of archers that evoke 
the fights of the Chichimecas against the Span¬ 
ish conquerors; and there are dances like that 
of the Old Men "Los Viejitos" of Michoacan, 
that make fun of the Spaniards and remind 
them that they too grow old. There are touch¬ 
ing and simple dances like the Fishermen, 
"Los Pescadores" and others, like the "Ma¬ 
chetes" of Jalisco, which are symbolic and 
fierce. 

Mexicans are people who dance and 
sing for any reason and who are proud of their 
rich musical folklore.

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LA CELEBRACION DE EL CINCO DE MAYO 
DE 1862. 

La Comisión Honorifica Mexicana de 
San José California Inc. celebra año tras año 
el aniversario de la gloriosa batalla del 5 de 
Mayo de 1862 librada en la Ciudad de Puebla. 

Por aquella época el Sr. Licenciado 
Don Benito Juarez era el Presidente de la 
República Mexicanacuanda tres potencias 
europeas presentaron sus demandos aígolv- 
iernodel Presidente Juarez, para quo les fue¬ 
ran cubiertos algunos adeudos que la nación 
tenia a favor de Inglaterra, España y Francia* 

Se presentaron en Veracruz las es¬ 
cuadras de estos tres paises, se les permitió 
que las comisiones de reclamaciones llegaron 
hasta un punto llamado La Soledad, en donde 
se convino que Mexico reconocia y pagaría 
sus deudas tan pronto como la hacienda del 
pais lo permitiera. 

Inglaterra y España aceptaron esperar 
por su pago y se retiraron con sus escuadras 
a sus correspondientes paises; pero Francia 
no obedeció el tratado de La Soledad y des¬ 
embarco sus tropas con la intención de lle¬ 
gar a la Capital de la República, invadir el 
pais y establecer un gobierno francés. 

El entonces Ministro de la Secretaria 
de Guerra, General Don Ignacio Zaragoza, 
se encargo de detener a los invasores secun¬ 
dado por los generales Porfirio Diaz, Ber- 
riozabal, Negrete y Lamadrid; las fuerzas 
que comandaban se parapetaron en los fuer¬ 
tes de Loreto y Guadalupe donde se libro la 
batalla del 5 de Mayo de 1862, derrotando el 
Ejercito Nacional a las fuerzas invasoras de 
los famosos zuavos de Francia, que no pu¬ 
dieron tomar los fuertes a pesar de haberlo 
intentado tres veces. 

El triunfo de esta batalla, tiene la 
significación de haber demostrado a las tes¬ 
tas coronadas de Europa, que en America ya 
habia hombres libres que peleaban por la in¬ 
dependencia de sus propios paises y que de- 
fendarian con su vida cada pulgada de el ter¬ 
reno de su patria. 


Esa fue la ultima intentona de las po¬ 
tenciase europeas para conquistar tierras a- 
mericanas. 

Con el fusilamiento del Archiduque 
Maximiliano de Austria, en compania de dos 
generales mexicanos, que eran afectos al im¬ 
perios, Miguel Miramon y Tomas Mejia, pa¬ 
garon con su vida en el Cerro de las Campa¬ 
nas de la Ciudad de Queretarosus ambisiones 
imperiales. El Sr. Presidente Don Benito 

Juarez, hizo saber al mundo que "EL RES¬ 
PETO AL DERECHO AJENO ES LA PAZ". 

Cerrando en esta forma el capitulo 
que ponia al Contimente Americano, como 
una fácil presa para expanciones territoria¬ 
les o conquistas por la fuerza de las bayone¬ 
tas. 

Esta es la significación que tiene la 
celebración de este aniversario en que la Co¬ 
lonia Mexicana y los Mexico Americanos fes¬ 
tejan esta fecha. 

Todos los años se reúnen en el Audi¬ 
torial» Cívico Municipal, presentan diferen¬ 
tes números de variedades, en la programa 
literario musical y por la noche se le da un 
gran baile a la reina de las fiestas que or¬ 
ganiza la Comisión Honorifica Mexicana de 
San José Inc.
